Mr. Tilden, 1useems, was the first to look after
the Governor in the confusion that followed,
and foand bim in the ante room adjoiniog the
stage, suffusged In tears, and lmmediately beat
a retreat from thesoene of his achlevameants,
and as he led the Governor down the stalrway
with the tesrs yet in his ey 5. he met hisold
friend Peter Harvey of HBoston, one of the
Viece-Presidents of the Conventlon, when he
selzed bim by the hand, and exalalmed—"PiLy
me, Harvey, plty me' Toe arifal Tlden,
knowing full well the lmportance of gel.l.lnli;
Ll out of the repoh of his troe friends antl
after the Conventlon had separated, harried
bl away, aod kept bim in A secladed part of
the cliy four hours before his friends knew
where o find him. Tilden 18 a candidate for
the Unied Biate Senate, and h9 thinks that
wilh Seyvmour as the candidate for Presldent
the Democrats can carry both branches of the
New York Astembly; aud hence he anited with
the lenders in Onlo, and has thas far carried his
po luts successfully.

body of water proceeding from i defective water
pipe, which wns unequsl 1o bearlng the pres-
rure of the raln slorm In LLe eariier part of
the day, anapped the foundation of the rall-

rond bLridge and brought it down with =
fearul orasb, the workmen standing iIn
imminent dapger of thelr lives, ‘I'ng fall

of the bridge, & ueavy structure of wood
and fron, lote down with It (be bracing at
the glde of Lbhe excivallon, & stardy mass of
timber, progounsed periect!y conpetent by Lhe
epglneer And Lheé eomiraciors, who have sme-
ployed Mr, MebDevilk o otuer large suter-
prises  with uugualiied satiafasiion.

Butchery of a Colored Family,

The Cinclonall Gazefle of Wednesday last con-
talns the following:—

The steamer Hobert Moore, which arrived
here yesterday, brought intelligence of oue of
the most horrible orimes we have ever been
called npon to record.

The o, der
members of the famlly were aslesp ln other
rooms, After eatlsfying thelr wpirst, the Lwo
men first at scked the livtlegirl, nmi then her
brother, leaviog them only afier they had sup.
posed (bem dead,

They next preceeded to the rooms of the
adult members of the fawily, and mardered
them, While the men were in the otbher ropms,
the little boy and girl regalned thelr senses,
and orawled under the bed oui of slght, but
were sble afterwards, unseen by the mur
derers, 1o 8o sean their fentures as Lo be anie Lo
recognize tnem, should 1hey ever meet agaln,
After the men bad leit the bounse, bue ohlldren
alaimed the nenrest nelghbora, who secared
warrant and had the men arrested and broughit
back to the house, At Lhe Investigation whieh
took place there, and when jbhere were paroaps
o dogen men in Lhe room, the enlldren were
brougnt in separately, and 8 'oh ldentified the
two men engaged 1n Laoe butohery, They were
therefore commit! ad to Jall st Vauceburg, We
have been unsble to ascérlaln the molive
which nctunted these meon (o &0 horrlble a but-
cberr’. or the names of any of the parties, All
will be made clear, however, in a day or two.
T'ne boy, 1t Is vhought, will dle of his wounds,
but the girl will recover,

“BOYS IN BLUE.”

Nixty Thousand Republicans in
Conventlon,

A maes Convention of soldlers and sallors
and other loyal ¢ltizens of Indinna was held In
Indiapapolis on Wednesday. The meeting was
beyond doubt, the most magnificent po ttionl
demonstration of this campalgn, and, perhaps,
of apy campalgn In the West, T'he poople h
A falr day, and the glorlons news from Ver
mont, Lo Inepire them, and they turned out
by tens of thousands. The uniformed clubs
wore ke an army with banners, and made
A magnificent display. By noon over two
bundred exira cats had been run to the
eity, all of them on every road loaded so that
gearoely another man could have bean ocarrled,
Hundreds rode on toP of the cars, while han-
dreds more were lelt behind on some of the
roads to awalt the next chance to come, if one
oecurred. IEven the evenlng trains brought
bundreds who were nnable to come sooner, bat
who were anxlous to see the torch-light pro-
cesslon. It 18 certainly safe to estimate the
glrangers in the clty st 35,000, while the citizens
swelled the crowd Lo fally 60,000,

1he orgavizatlon present were the Grant
Guards, cavalry and Infantry, Grant Taoners
and Fighting Boys in Blue, uniformed, and
bearing banners and emblems. The speakin
was from three stands in the Btate House Yard,
and by sueh eminent orators and counsellors
of the people a8 Governor Oglesby, General
Hurlburt eneral Glbson, General Willienh,
General 15 M. Lee, Genoral T. J. Wood, Hon,
Bamuel Galloway, Hon. Henry B. Lane, and
Genersl Lew. Wallace, General George H.
Thomas, Governor IMletcher, and many others
who were luvited, but conld not be present,
responded by eloquent letiers,

General Onarles Croft, of Vigo county, pre-
sided at stand No. 1, with one Vliece-Presldent
for ench Copgressional Distriot, General John
Coburn prealded atthe second stand. Al the
third stand Governor Oglesby, of lilinols, made
the rlnolgnl speech—the most lengthy and, all
in all, perbaps the most powerful speech made
during the day. Colonel Galloway and General
Gibgon dealt a good deal in aneodote, caloulated
to keep & mass of men in good humor and de-
taln them to listen to the more serlous parts of
thelr arguments. General Glbson had an andi.
ence, for the most part, of old soldlers, and made
f speech that stirred shem like a buogle call. [
have never seen men so worked nup by allnslons
to old campaigns, by him, or General Willeh,
or General Hurlbu

Governor Oglesby discussed at conslderable
length the questions relating to the national
finances. We quote a single paragraph:—

“The Republican party says In its platform
